It was a gain of 
approximately 13,000 over the 1924 
membership, though the total still 
was at a mark considerably below 
the high point of 1920, when it was 
4,078,740. 
Financially, the council 


accounted for receipts of 
$746,348 


during the year, and expenditures 
that left a cash balance of $213,053.

Half Nebraska Crop 
Winter Wheat Sown; 


Corn Out of Danger 


(Associated Press.) 
Practically 
all 
of 
Nebraska's 
corn crop Is past danger from frost 
and more than 50 per cent of the 
winter wheat IB already sown under 
favorable soil conditions, the state 
and federal division of agricultural 
statistics reported Monday OBI the 
basis of questionnaires returned by 
bankers throughout the state. The 
report also estimated that more cat- 
tle will be fed in southeastern Ne- 
braska this year than last. 
Eastern Nebraska farmers were 
delaying planting of winter wheat 
because of danger of damage by the 
Hessian fly. Soil for the most part 
is In good condition 
with ample 
moisture. Fully 60 per cent of the 
plowing was 
completed 
during. 


August, and, present conditions arc 
exceedingly favorable for the 1926 
wheat crop. The report pointed o3t 
that farmers are coming to realize 
that early plowing for winter wheat 
is a great factor in increasing pro- 
duction.

In 
some sections, the corn crop is also 
less than last year and below the 
average. 


Sheep 
feeding 
in Scottsbluff 
county will be on about the same 
scale as last year and 
will vary 


from the same to less in the cen- 
tral Platte valley section. 
Else- 
where, sheep feeding will be normal 


The north and central districts 
have been affected by drought as 
has the northeastern section. South- 
eastern Nebraska reports some un- 
usually good corn crops, but fields 
are spotted in places.

Figures just made public by the federal depart- 


ment of labor, which has charge of the administra- 


on of the immigration law, indicate th.at the people 
f those European countries which have been raising 
lie greatest objections to the restrictions imposed by 
.lie United States upon the admission of natives 
f oher lands are apparently least desirous of be. 
oming citizens of this country and making it their 
lermenent home. 


During the last fiscal year 293,134 aliens were - 


,dded to the population of the United States, while 
uring the same period 92,728 who were already in 
his country imigrated 'to their old homes on the 
ther side of the ocean.

More than one-third of those wha returned to 


he lands of their nativity had come from Italy and 
reece. 
During the year only 6,203 Italians entered 


Ills country, while those who returned to the land 
vhich had given them birth numbered 27,151. 
The 


iroportion of Greeks was even greater, for that coun- 
ry furnished only 826 immigrants, while the num- 
er returning totalled 6,574. 
Portugal is another 


outhern European country which took back more 
han it sent, the immigrants numbering 619, while 
he number going back was 3,600.

icient is accumulated to return to the places where 
heir hearts and many of their families have at all 
Imes remained. 
Having no inclination to become 


a part of the American organism they are impos- 
ible of assimilation hence the restriction. 


It should be understood that people in this part 
the republic come very little in contact with the 


lass of natives of the countries mentioned who are 
•esponsible for the policy of the United* States on 
mmigration. 
Those southern Europeans live for 


he most part in the great metropolitan cities of 
he east, where immense areas are 
occupied ex_ 


clusively by thousands who speak nothing- but an 
-lien language. 
These are the ones whose eyes and 


hearts are ever across the sea and who in due time 
return to the old home. 


Those from the same lands who come to these 


vestern states are of an entirely different character 
'or the most part. 
They come here to stay; they 


are not only industrious, but they are thrifty and 
vithin a short time acquire property which they im- 
prove and add to. 
They are enterprising and as a 


rule public spirited and they become citizens at the 
'irst opportunity. 
If they return to Europe It is 


only for a visit and when they do so they carry 
American passports in their pockets. 


All countries produce different kinds of people 


and it is rather difficult to tell what kind you are 
getting until they are tried out. 


NEW STATE CAPITOLS. 


While the foundations of Nebraska's capitol ara 


>eing laid and visitors come in ever increasing num- 
bers to see the completed part of one of America's 
most impressive and unique governmental structures, 
he capitol of Washington state ia at practically the 
same stage of construction. 


As becomes a larger state, Washington has a 


arger and more costly edifice. 
The main structure 


vill cost about the same as the state house here, 
but it is only one of a group, situated high on a 
lill in Olympia. 
From a distance, this group is 


expected to blend so that the huge dome of the ad- 
ministrative building will dominate the whole and 
make it appear as one edifice. 


Homan Doric architecture has been adopted for 


the entire graup, and columns are features of the 
exterior, with three series of free standing pillars 
at the front and rear, and a series of twelve across 
each end. 
Three other buildings have already been 


erected for this group, and more are to come. 


Such a plan doubtless will 
provide 
adequate 


physical accommodations for state business in Wash- 
.ngton during years to come. 
The people of that 


commonwealth have a right to be proud, but the 
people of Nebraska, who look on their future capitol 
at about the same stage of achievement, can surely 
3e no less delighted. 


Can the Roman Doric architecture used in Wash- 


ington be more impressive under the great coast 
mountains and dark pine forests than the distinctive 
typfe of the Nebraska 
structure 
on 
the 
plains? 


America's great \ building artist, Goodhue, saw to It 
that Nebraska's capitol is attuned with the spirit 
of the plains, which is a new spirit not to be ex- 
pressed by architectural types from ancient lands. 
Perhaps.the staunchness of the Roman mode will bo 
found suited to the firm mountain heights near -which 
it will be seen. 
Nebraskans are sure that their

Light Rays, Stars and Planets 


BY GARRETT P. SERVISS,

"In looking at distant lights and 
at the stars, the eye appaiently 
sees rays shooting out in all dir- 
ections. Are these actual emana- 
tions, or optical illusions? 


"A second query: Are the plan- 
ets of our solar system on prac- 
tically one plane, and if so is it 
explained by the 'island- in space' 
idea of a solar system in evolu- 
tion?"—M. B., Washington, D. C. 


The rays surrounding the image 


of a bright object are not attached 
o the object as you can 
easily 
prove by holding the 
edge of a 
:ard close to the image of a distant 
:lectric light as shown in the dia- 
ram. Instead of half the rays be- 


ing cut off, as you emanated from 
the light, they appear to stream 
over the face of the card between 
you and the light, thus showing 
:hat they are a phenomenon ori- 
ginating An the eye itself. 
Only tnose rays proceeding from 
a star that come directly to the 


o are preceived. Tho^e that fe'< 


off in all other directions are un- 
seen. They could be made visible 
only by something like dust scat, 
tercel through space, and capablo 
of reflecting them. In other words, 
a ray of light is not in itself visi- 
ble and cannot be seen if viewed 
'sideways," but only "end-pn." 
As to the orbits of the planets, 


yes, they are all in about the same 
plane, and since that plane is prac- 
tically coincident with the planes 
in which nearly all of them rotate 
on their axes, as well as with the 
plane of the sun's own rotation, we 
have In that fact strong- evidence 
that a common motion of revo- 
lution around what is now the cen- 
ter of the sun must have been a 
controlling- mechanical principle in 
the formation of the soUr system.

see the so.called 'spiral nebulae," 
or "island universes," and they too, 
are flat in plan. From a dense cen- 
ter luminous spiral arms, studded 
with glowing- masses, and terminat- 
ing often a whip-lashes of stars 
curve away 
through 
billions of 


miles of space, 
but all 
lying in 


practically one plane. 


Long before proof that such was 


truly the case had been obtained, 
the ordinary principles of Newton- 
ian mechanics had convinced every 
thoughtful 
observer 
that 
there 
must be outward 
motion along 


those sprawling tentacles 
of the 
spiral nebulae. Recent studies have 
luinished evidence of the truth of 
this conjecture. The spiral nebulae 
are not only rotating, as wholes, 
around their central cores, but the 
nuclei strung along their diverging 
arms are slipping outward upon 
the great curves. 


These objects have ' been sup. 
posed to resemble the Milky Way 
system, but the latter presents no 
known analogy to thejnotlons in 
the spirals The spiral nebulae offer 
even loss resemblance to the solar 
system, except in their possession 
of a common plane, or a flat ground 
plan. 


The Laplacean idea of the for- 


mation of the solar system did not 
suppose that the planets were pro- 
duced through a throwing off of 
substances from the 
central 
as- 


sumed that whenever the cenlrl 
fugal and 
centripetal tendencies 
were balanced along the equator 
of the rotating mass, the continued 
shrinkage of the interior left off 
a ring, which subsequently became 
a planet. 
But in the spiral 
nebulae ' the 


mechanism is different, since there 
the motions are spirally outward 
from the central mass, and the 
arms of moving- matter, shaped like 
curved spokes, taj\e their rise from 
the hub-like nucleaus. Tet, Just as 
in Laplace's system, the centrifu- 
gal tendency creates a flattened 
plan, or a prevailing common plane 
in which the movement occurs.

Huge Trading in Motors. 


The motor stocks, as for some 


time past, lead in activity and, in 
the advances recorded, and there 
was a notable upward swing in 
most of the rubber issues. 


The motor stocks that have re- 


cently been making sensational ad- 
vances are all more or less under 
control of pool operations and the 
more conservative bankers for some 
time pas-t have warned of excessive 
speculation in them. The mai'ket, 
however, has gone on'"advancing 
under the stimulus of reports of 
largo sales and capacity production. 


Rail Shares Lag. 


Numerous favorable reports of 


August railroad earnings,_ and sus- 
lained general volume of freight 
traffic, failed to arouse much in- 
terest In railroad shares 
probably 


because most spectators are oper- 
ating in the active industrials. Re- 
peated advices of largo commission 
houses to "switch to the rails," have 
made no impression.

Money Shows Firmness. 


Whatever recent anxieties 
ex- 


isted regarding poMlblc »tr»i» OB 
the money market ivcre alleviated 
iiy the surprising announcement by 
the Bank of England of a reduc- 
tion In Its discount rate from 4 1-2 
to 4 per cent, and the retention of 
the 3 1-2 per cent discount rate of 
the Federal Reserve Bank. It has 
been a popular pastime In the past 
seVeral 
weeks to spread 
rumors 


that the discount rate would be in- 
creased, but eacli Thursday's di- 
rectors' meeting has passed with 
no change, and it is assumed now 
that the Bank of England has re- 
duced its rate, that the Federal Re- 
serve Bank here will not take any 
action toward advancing the dis- 
count rate. 


The fact remains, however, that 


the money market is showing in- 
creasing strength. 
The call loan 


rate of 5 per cent Friday shows 
that. 
A year ago call, money was 


lending at - 2 per cent, and time 
money was available at 3 to 3 1-4 
per cent compared with 4 1-4 to 4 
3-4 per cent at the present time. 


The 727 banks reporting weekly 


to the federal reserve banks have 
total loans 'about 1,000 million dol- 
lars larger than a year ago. Most 
of the increase is -in loans on stocks 
and bonds. 


With this large increase in loan.-; 


of member banks the rediscounts 
at the federal reserve banks now 
total 033 million dollars, compared 
with 266 million a year ago. 


These increases 
are not 
large 


enough to create any alarm, but 
they show an unmistakable tend- 
ency toward increasing firmness in 
the market. 


The French Debt Fiasco. 


The outcome of -the French debt 


negotiations, 
including postpone- 


ment of a permanent 
settlement, 


and a relatively small annual pay- 
ment—10 million dollars—for 
five 


years, which may not be accepted 
by the French government leaves 
the entire problem to be discussed 
again, and bankers here can see no 
likelihood 
of bringing France 
to 


agreement on terms demanded by 
the United States government. 


The failure of the negotiations 


caused a slump in French bonds 
and French exchange, and under 
ordinary circumstances would have 
affected 
stock market 
sentiment 


adversely, but in the present opti- 
mistic attitude of the market it had 
no influence.—Kansas City Star.

experts and industrial engineers as 
may be helpful 
in developing the 


procedure and data necessary to 
union-management coperation." 


In the broad political field, the 
report said 
that-? the federation 


would follow u;> the policy decided 
on at El Paso, of sticking to non- 
partisan 
advocacy of candidates 


and measures which meet the opin- 
ions of its members. 
• "Immediately after this conven- 
tion, the executive council intends 
to enter into the various campaigns 
for the purpose of supporting those 
who can be depended upon to be 
true to the people," the report said, 
"for if they are true to the people 
they will be true to labor.
